HEINKEL CAUGHT IN THE

For the first time a Henschel 126, the 
German co-operation aircraft, was seen off 
the south-east coast of England yesterday 
afternoon. 

It was attacked, says the British Air 
Ministry News Service, by Hurricanes of the 
Fighter Command, and was last. seen fiyin 
low with smoke pouring from it, partly ou 
of control. 1 

The Henschel 126 is the opposite number 
of the British Lysander aircraft. Large 
numbers of Henschels were shot down by 
the R. A. F. during the fighting in France and 
the Low Countries. 

A few hours earlier yesterday Hurricanes 
sighted a Heinkel 111 bomber eight thousand 
feet below them over the English Channel. 
Under the Heinkel were cloud banks 1,000 
feet deep. When the German pilot saw the 
Hurricanes he drop his bombs into the 
sea and made a dive for the clouds, but 
before he reached them one section of fighters 
had put his rear gunner out of action. 

The other fighter section quickly dived 
below the cloud bank and were ready for the 
Heinkel when it came out. They shot it 
down into the sea. 

As they circled over the wreck of the 
Heinkel, the Hurricane pilots saw two of the 
crew swimming away from it.
